Mix the cooked rice with a 
little butter and the tomato sauce, and season 
with salt and pepper, spread over the top 
of the pie, strew the top thickly with browned 
breadcrumbs, place some little bits of. butter 
on them and bake the pie in a hot ovcn for 
a quarter of an hour.

IRISH UNITY.. 
A largely attended meeting also was held 
at the corner of Vernon avenue, Clontarf, 
yesterday morning in aid of the candidature 
ef Dr, O’Higgins.. My. J. Homan was in the 
chair. 
Professor Tierney, T.D., said that the 
policy: of Mr, de Valera and his party. was 
one of hate and spite. Since the present 
Government had come info power neither Mr. 
de Valera or his party had a forward one 
constructive suggestion, and. that was the 
man who was trying to get another represen- 
tative added to his party in-the Dail. It 
might be that the people felt that the time 
had arrived when a change should be made 
in the Government of the country, but he 
asked them carefully to consider the conse- 
quences if they returned Mr, Oscar Traynor, 
It was not improbable that it might mean 
death to them or their children. 
A Voice—‘‘ Is that a threat ?’’ 
Professor Tierney replied that that it was 
nothing of the kind. It meant that the cir- 
cumstances might arise when. his vote might 
mean a policy of death and destruction, just 
as had happened before. 
Another Voice—‘' What about de Valera 
in Belfast Jail?” 
Professor Tierney said that Mr. de Valera 
went to Belfast with his eyes open, well 
knowing what the consequences would be, 
and that the Belfast Government were only 
too anxious to put him in jail. His action 
had done more to perpetuate partition than 
anything that -had happened since he had 
torn up the Treaty. There was a chance that 
in the coming election the Craig Government 
would have been defeated, but all this talk 
of a boycott of Northern goods and the 
suggestions that other action should be, taken 
as a protest against Mr. de Valera’s arrest 
had blown the possibilities of a reunion sky- 
high. Parties who were wavering would now 
rally around Craig. 


“WE DO NOT READ SPEECHES.” 
They had no alternative Government: to 
the present Government unless they were to 
consider Mr. de Valera 's party as possible of 
being able to take up the reins oí govern- 
ment.

PNEUMONIA AND INFLUENZA 
The return of the Registrar-General for the 
week ended on ihe Loth Is. shows that the 
deaths during the weex under review were 
26.0 per 1,000 of the population in the Dublin 
registration area, 28.4 in the Dublin Couniv 
horough, 14.6 in Cork, 13,2.1m Limerick, and 
17.6 in Waterford In the Dublin registration 
area 163 births were registered—83 boys and 
80 virls; and 224 deaths—110 males and 114 
females.

á Box hunting season was well advanced, 
and already preparations were being 


made for the annual '“' Pint-to-Pint ” at 
the back of Kilduff Hill, 
Ballinderry hounds—or rather the red- 
coated gods that ride behind them— 
decided to follow the example of better- 
known packs, and to invite a neighbouring 


hunt to sample the fruits of some of their 
In the newspaper the fact was 


coverts. 
noted briefly—‘‘ Clonad Hounds; Tuesday 
15; Derrylea (by invitation)’’—but in 
Derrylea itself excitement ran high. This 
visiting was an innovation in those parts, 
and the neighbouring pack was larger and 
more important than the local one, though 
nobody in Derrylea would admit such a 
thing. 

Derrylea itself consists of a few small, 
white houses, grouped together where four 
roads meet, and in th» centre of the group 
a green sign proclaims the fact that one 


of the cottages is a post office. In the 
window there are notices of various 


changes in postal rules and regulations 
that have been made in recent times, but 
nobody reads them, and after a time they 
will give place to other notices, and nobody 
will have any notion that they are not 
the same. The arrival and departure of 
Andy Phelan, with his canvas bag of letters 
and his green bicycle, through whose 
chipped enamel the red begins to show 
so plainly, are the only postal mcvements 
that affect Derrylea very seriously. The 
slightest variation in the time of his 
coming or going is immediately noted and 
acted upon; and that is all that matters 
very much, after all. 


WATCHING THE ARRIVALS. 


The Ballinderry hounds meet twice 
every season at Derrylea cross-roads, and 
that was the rendezvous chosen for the 
visitors when they were bidden to come 
and enjoy the very best sport that their 
hosts could provide. The entire popula- 
tion of Derrylea grouped itself together 
picturesquely to watch the guests arrive, 
and, ineidentally, to compare the hounds 
they had never before seen with the pack 
that was their special joy and pride. 

‘‘Bedad, them lads knows where the 
money is,” one watcher said, evidently 
persuaded that he could trace some signs 
of pride in the good-natured faces of the 
waiting hounds. ‘‘ For all they're so 
“rand, they'll never lep through hardships 
the way the dogs from the kennels above 
is able to do. Wait till they get a few 
souces in the wathery bog an’ we'll see 
what they have to say.” Some of the 
maligned hounds sat down and “gazed 
earnestly at their critics, and their fore- 
heads were wrinkled as though with deep 
thouvht. “Where on earth are we?” 
they seemed to say, “this is a new one 
on us”; and big Guardsman pushed his 
way in among the watchers, and was re- 
ealled sharply by the watchful huntsman 
at the junction of the four roads. 

Ever Joyal to their own pack, 
Derrylea folk watched him go. ““He'd 
nearly put vou in mind of ould Warrior,”’ 


someone said, ‘‘only the dimensions of 
him is not so good.’’ ‘Still an’ all,” 
fairness compelled him to add, ‘I’m 


thinkin’ be the cut of him he should folly 
a fox well enough when onct he'd get the 
smell of him; an’ for the matter of that, 
where would you meet wid the like of 
Warrior? Mick Dempsey above says he'd 
polish your boots.’’ 

“Ts it Kilduff they'll dhraw first?’’ 
someone asked. ‘‘ He’s terrible apt to 
shwing around for the wathery bog when 
he shtarts out of Kilduff, an” that's a 
cross ould place, God knows. I remember 
me father tellin’ me—-the Lord have mercy 
on him—that there was a Frenoh 
gentleman shtoppin’ above at Lismbyle, 
an’ he was ridin’ the hunt ona day when 
they took that rout, an’ he galloped to 
the very edge of the bog an’ looked across 
it. an’ the expression was wrung out of 
him, ‘Mong Jew!’ he says, an’ he turns 
for home. Me father heard him an’ I 
often thought of it since.’’ 


“OULD WARRIOR.” 


The hounds moved off along the muddy 
road, followed by the chilled, impatient 
horses, and last of all went the motor 
cars creeping timidly, and put in their 
right place for once by the beautiful 
creatures they have supplanted to such 
a great extent. ‘‘They’re on for thryin’ 
Claragh,’’ one man said, as they turned 
in through a gateway in the high ivy- 
covered wall. There’s a fox in it, right 
enough, but he’ll never agree to lave the 
place as long as there’s a hin in it, Prize 
cuckoo vee amú an’ all he makes nothin’ 
of them, only massacrees all he meets.” 

Hounds were lost to sight among the 
straggling rhododendronus near the old 
deserted house, and the watchers leant 
against the crumbling wall and talked of 
runs of long ago. 

Somewhere among the bushes a single 
hound gave tongue, and the conversation 


ceased abruptly. “That'll be ould 
Warrior,’ a man said, before he 
yemembered that another pack was 


hunting that day—‘‘or ’tis the big lad 
that looks like Warrior,’’ he amended 
hastily. The eager hounds streamed 
across the big grass field with the music 
that can set men and horses mad, and the 
watchers ran as far as they could, then 
climbed to the top of a green bank and 
stood there breathless. : 

‘““He’ll take them to Kilduff,’ the 
oracle said, ‘‘an’ he'll find the holes 
stopped agin him to frusthrate him, an’ 
he won't know what way to turn, an 
if ’twas the dogs from Lismoyle above was 
afther him, things’d be very near 
complication then.”’

ULSTER HALL CONCERT. 


A popular concert, under the auspices of 
the DBelfast Corporation, was given ip the 
Lilxter Hall Jast Saturday night, and there 
was a larve and euthusiastic audience, not- 
withstanding the counter attractions in con- 
nection with the Musical Festival ouly a short 
distance away. 

The programme was composed largely of 
Wagner music, all the organ selections being 
taken from the great composer’s operas based 
on German mythology.

The choir is a large 
one, with pure, rich tone, well balanced,: and 
it showed careful preparation in the various 
numbers presented.

‘Belfast musical competitions on Saturday 
night, when the prize-winners’ concert was 
held. It is pleasing to see that the people 
of Ireland recognise no border in music, 
at any rate, and Dublin sent a large 
quota of competitors, while even as far 
south as Wexford was represented. The 
Dublin candidates did remarkably well, 
and especially the juniors at the piano. 

On Monday last that little eleven-year- 
old Dublin girl, Joan Warwick, got second 
place in the piano solo (age 10-11), while 
out of fifty-nine entrants Freda Killen, 
Dublin, got first place, also in the piano 
solo (age 11-12), while Joan Warwick again 
got second. On Tuesday Dublin was again 
well in evidence, and the candidates from 
the Free State capital proved their 
superiority at the piano. 


Gifted Dublin Pianist. 


Great interest wag taken in the playing 
of Mrs. Deena G. Wallis, who was the 
outstanding pianist of the competitions. 
Mrs. Wallis has splendid technique and 
is gifted with imagination, while she enters 
into the various moods of the music she 
is playing with great effect. In the accom- 
panying at sight Mrs, Wallis won an easy 
first, while she also won premier honours 
in the prepared accompaniment. In the 
senior sight reading Miss Olive Dobbin, 
Dublin, won first place. The Free State 
went still further ahead when, in the 
quick study piano (under 17), Miss Maisie 
McCullagh and Miss ‘Sybil -E. D. Alex- 
ander got first: and second places respec- 
tively. The adjudicator complimented 
these talented young pianists on their 
finished performance. Then, again, Miss 
McCullagh was heard to advantage, getting 
second place in the Piano Memory Class, 
while Miss Annie F. Rossiter, Wexford, 
cot third. 

In the piano solo (age 13-14) Miss Rosa 
N. Esdale, Dublin, got third prize. The 
contralto saw Miss E. Dorothy McCullough 
winning second prize. Both in the violin 
and piano playing the adjudicators re- 
marked that, while the senior playing was 
little short of appalling, the juniors were 
a revelation, and it was a pity that the 
seniors did not hear them. This is a good 
sign, as it forecasts a higher standard of 
music for the future, as the present juniors 
should develop into wonderful seniors, 

In the piano duet (age 12-16) Dublin 
claimed first honours with a vengeance 
when the Misses Betty Hewson and 
Sheelagh Bonner and Maisie McCullagh 
and Sybil Alexander tied for first place. 


An Accomplished Organiser. 


The success of the festival was largely 
due to Mrs. James Harper, the capable 
honorary secretary, a lady who has guided 
the destinies of these competitions for 
many years past.

““ Stick’ Sentries. 


A correspondent writes:—The story of 
the ‘‘ stick ” sentry reminds me of that 
which is probably the most amusing of 
many like incidents; it appeared in a 
work by Viscount (Sir Garnet) Wolseley— 
I think, in “ The Story of a Soldier’s 
Life.” The Field-Marshal recounted how, 
on his first official visit when appointed to 
a high position at Whitchall, as he was 
passing along a corridor he was requested 
to “keep to the right.” He caused 
jnauiries to be made, and it was then dis- 
covered that some time previous, when 
painters were at work, a sentry was pro- 
vided to warn passers-by to keep away 
from the side where the paint on the 
walls was wet; the workmen had long 
finished their contract and departed, but 
no countermanding order had n issued 
for the withdrawal of the sentry, who was 
still daily employed in directing people to 
avoid the wall on which the paint had 
dried last. 

These negligences are likely to be more 
serious than amusing in warfare, as I 
witnessed just before the close of the 
South African War. A scouting patrol 
of a colonial irregular contingent sud- 
denly moved off from bivouac before 
dawn, leaving a cossack-post behind, Next 
morning three sorry troopers straggled 
into Norval’s Pont horseless and owning 
only sufficient clothing to keep up some 
standard of decency.

At pre 
sent, it is hoped that the building opera- 
tions will be completed by 1931, and the 
central automatic exchanges—North Bel 
fast, East Belfast, Dundonald, Knock, 
Fortwilliam, Malone, Dunmurry; Ormeau 
and Stormont—finished and in working 
order by the summer of 1933. This is 
looking a far way ahead, but it is satis- 
fying to think of the comforts that will be 
aa even though it is a far way off 
yet.

An Irish Actress. 


A friend writes:—I am glad to hear 
that Miss Maire nic Shiublaigh, to give 
her the name by which she was most 
widely known in Dublin, in London and 
in America—which country she visited in 
company with the Abbey company on one 
of their earliest tours—has not altogether 
abandoned the art in which she has made 
for herself a reputation second to none in 
the annals of the Irish theatre of our 
time. I can well remember the occasion 
on which I first saw this gifted actress 
walk the stage in a little hall in 
Clarendon street. The programme of that 
evening consisted of Yeats’s “ Cathleen ni 
Hounlihan,” in which Miss Maud Gonne 
played the title-role and Miss nie 
Shinblaigh the part of Delia Cahill, and 
A.F.’s “ Deirdre,” in which the same 


young actress played the very important 
part of Lavarcam, the Druidess. 

I had gone there that evening in the 
company of Arthur Griffith, and I can 
still feel something 


of the emotion which 
thrilled us all as, at 
the end of a memor- 
able performance, we 
stood to join in the 
singing .of what was, 
at that time, re- 
garded as a national 
anthem, “‘A Nation 
Once Avain.’’ From 
that date until, in 
about 1906, if I re.

Of her playing 
in this part Mr. Ernest Boyd, in his book, 
“The Contemporary Drama of Ireland,”’ 
has written: ‘‘ The theme is one of renun- 
ciation, and lends itself to situations of 
great dramatic intensity, which only. so 
talented an actress as Miss Maire nic 
Shiublaigh could have brought out 
adequately, As rtrayed by her, the 
tragic figure of Moll Woods was one of 
the most memorable in the history of the 
Irish Theatre.”

A Policeman M.P. 


Mr. Jack Hayes, M.P., who has 
succeeded in getting the personal charac- 
ter of ex-Sergeant Josling vindicated after 
seven years, is, I believe, of Irish descent, 
and he has always taken an interest in 
Irish affairs. He visited Dublin and other 
Irish centres about nine years ago, when 
he was General Secretary of the Police 
and Prison Officers’ Trade Union, and he 
has kept up contact with the friends he 
made here. 

Mr. Hayes is a son of Inspector J. W. 
Hayes, of the Wolverhampton Police, and 
is now in his forty-second year. From 
the age of thirteen he was employed in an 
iron and steel works, and was assiduous 
in attendance at technical school classes 
until he joined the London Metropolitan 
Police in 1909. Merit soon earned him 
promotion to a sergeantcy on the ad- 
ministrative staff, and in height, build 
and manner he still looks an excellent 
type of police officer. 

In 1919 Mr. Hayes was the first witness 
called on behalf of the policemen at Lord 
Desborough’s Committee of Inquiry into 
charges of militarisation and over- 
centralisation, and he was highly com- 
plimented by the Chairman on his 
evidence. In that year he was elected 
Secretary of the trade union formed by 
the policemen and prison warders, and led 
the famous strike in which General Sir 
Nevil Macready was his doughty oppo- 
nent, 

On leaving the force Mr. Hayes joined 
the Labour Party, and in 1923 was elected 
M.P. for the Edgehill Division of Liver- 
pool. Next year he was Parliamentary 
Private Secretary to the Minister of Pen- 
sions in Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s Govern- 
ment, and since 1925 he is one of his 
party’s whips in the House of Commons. 


Clan Higgins. 


The surname of the new chief of the 
Salvation Army has caused many to in- 
juire whether he is of Irish origin. I 
understand that he is English through 
and through; and, furthermore, that 
Higgins Is a name indigenous to England. 
The Higginses of the neighbouring island, 
then, only accidentally bear the same sur- 
name as the Irish clan.

An admirable account of the family 
is given by Miss Eleanor Knott in her 
two-volume redaction of the poems of Teig 
Dall O’ Higgins, flourished in 
ilizabeth’s days.

Afghanistan’s internal troubles have 
again focussed attention on that country, 
twice the size of Britain and Ireland, 
which acts as a ‘‘buffer’’ state between 
South-East Asia and Northern India.

writes;:—‘“ The history of Afghanistan, 
before the middle of the eighteenth 
century, since when it has had a 


turbulent existence, has never been satis- 
factorily recorded, although in Burnes's 
Cabool the author refers to a native work 
in which it was claimed that the territory 
had been under Mahomedan rule for 
nearly thirteen hundred years. National 
tradition, he wrote, explained the deriva- 
tion of the name of the capital as being 
from two of Noah’s near descendants, 
Cakool and Habool, who founded the race; 
a syllable from each of which name formed 
Ca-bool (now Kabul). 

‘‘Sir Alexander Burnes, C.B., of the 
India Company’s service, was sent on a 
diplomatic mission by the Indian Govern- 
ment to the Court at Kabul in 1836. and 
he was one of the first Europeans to pene- 
trate into Afghanistan, but a young Irish- 
man had a few years previously travelled 
through that country. Lieutenant Eldred 
Pottinger, like others who afterwards 
became famous in Indian history, was a 
member of an old North of Ireland family. 
Having obtained a long period of leave, he 
started off alone, and, by adopting the 
dress and characteristics of the native 
tribes, and using such local companionship 
and guidance ashe could secure and trust: 
he eventually reached Herat,” over four 
hundred miles beyond Kabul.: How Eldred 
Pottinger, the Hero of Herat, rallied the 
Afghans and snecessfully led their de. 
fence of the city against the assaults of 
the King of Persia's armies is a story that

MR. GEORGE MOORE’S 
BIRTHDAY. 


WHY HE BURNED HIS STORY. 


Mr. George Moore, the eminent essayist. 
novelist, and playwright, who was seventy 
seven years of age yestertlay, has burned the 
original version of his new novel ‘* Aphrodite 
In Aulis.”” A year ago, while ill, he made a 
memorable struggle to complete the work 
before undergoing a serious operation. 

Mr. Moore told of the destruction of the 
Story in a ‘birthday interview’’ with a 
Press Association reporter on Saturday. At 
present he is re-writing the whole story, 
He began the original story in 1927; and 
he had all but reached the last chapter when 


he became ill. His doctors, who at first 
thought an immediate operation advisable, 
granted him two months’ respite, and he 


made a brave effort to finish his book—the 
last one, he says, that he will ever write. 
But he dictated only an outline of the final 
chapter. 
Now he has burned the story—of a young 
Athenian, who lived in the days of Pericles.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

Mr. A. P. Connolly moved the adoption 


much. 


of the annual report, which stated that 
the number of branches had increased from 
115 to 124. A general survey of the 


organisation throughout the Irish Free State 
indicated not so much development as con- 
solidation, and the Legion had now become 
a well-known and respected institution. The 
only organisation which catered for all ex- 
Service men and women and dependents, 
whether members. or not, was the British 
Legion. The amount collected on Poppy 
Day in 1927 was £8,641 5s, 8d., and the 
amount expended during the year 1928 was 
£16,128 Qs. 2d. 

The report referred to the work of the 
Benevolent Department, and the efforts made 
to provide employment, and mentioned that 
in connection with the Area Special Relief 
Fund the Area Committee during the year 
administered £1.000: and that from lst Octo- 
ber, 1927, to 3th September, 1928, the 
United Services Fund assisted 10,645 cases 
at a cost of £22,042 17s. 3d. ‘The progress 
of the Women’s Section had been marked and 
steady during the year. The number of 
branches at present stood at 24, which is an 
increase of 7 since 3lst December, 1927. The 
Council recorded its deep sense of loss by 
the death of Earl Haig. 

Much had been done throughout the year, 
the report concluded, but múch still re- 
mained to be done, and, in the opinion of 
the Council, there were vast possibilities for 
the Legion. They must keep pace with the 
passage of the years, and mould their policy 
abreast of the times. They could not afford 
to rest upon their laurels, and if they were 
to maintain steady progress they would re- 
quire the same unstinted efforts on the part 
of all their workers. 

Speaking of the success of the work of the 
Legion, Mr. Connolly said that they joined 
the Legion, not for what they could get out 
of it, but for what they could put into it. That 
was the meaning of their slogan—** Service, 
not self.”” The Legion was now very de- 
finitely consolidated im the Irish Free State. 
They knew where they stood, and eeéuid make 
plans for the future. The Legion had been

They 
said that Irish ex-Service men did not either 
initiate this proposal or subscribe very largely 
to it. The resolution was not calling upon 
the Council of the National War Memerial to 
give an account of their stewardship, nor was 
it putting any blame on anybody for the 
slowness of the Committee; it was simply 
asking for a statement of the situation in 
which they found themselves that day. He 
could not see that there was. any great harm 
in the resolution, and he could not see any 
reason why they shouid not pass it. (Ap- 
plause.) | 

Coionel Steele said that a letter had been 
sent to the Chairman on the subject, and had 
been published in the Press. 

Mr. Connolly said that the resolution, as it 
was worded, appeared to be eminently reason- 
able, but it had been represented to him that 
it would not be a wise thing to pass it. 
Personally he had not been convinced on that 
matter. He failed to see why the trustees 
should not accept it in the light in which it 
was meant. He read the letter that Colonel 
Steele referred to, setting out what already 
had been done by. the Committee, and stating 
that the Committee was taking all steps 
necessary to safeguard the interests of the 
fund.

MURDERED BRIDE. 


HUSBAND SENT FOR TRIAL 
ON CAPITAL CHARGE, 


DISTRICT JUSTICE AND 
MEDICAL REPORT,

At a special court which was held in 
Dundalk last Saturday, James Kerley, of 
Tully (35), a well-known Louth sportsman, 
was returned for trial to the Central Criminal 
Court charged with the wilful murder of his 
wife, Anna Elizabeth Kerley. The bride was 
murdered the day after her marriage. 

Kerley’s wife was a Miss Clarke, the 
daughter of a neighbouring farmer, and the 
pair were slatted in Kilisnny Church at 
midday on January 29 last. 

District Justice Goff stated that in view 
of the medical report which he had obtained 
the hearing of the case should be as formal 
as possible. When a prima facie case had 
been made out that would be sufficient, and 
afterwards if the State wished further evi- 
dence could be given. 

SHOT THROUGH CHEST. 

Dr. Connolly described the finding 
of the body of the young bride lying on the 
bedroom floor in the house. She was shot 
through the chest. 

Answering the Justice, the witness said 
that he had attended accused man and the 
members of his family, and knew of nothin 
wrong with his mental condition or that o 
any of the members of his family living. 

fincent Kerley, a first cousin of the ac- 
cused man, said that while he was going to 
the house of a neighbour on the morning of 
January 30 he heard a girl shouting and cry- 
ing, and recognised the voice as that of his 
own sister. At witness’s door he saw the 
accused man standing with his double- 
barrelled gun in his hands. Witness shouted 
to him asking what was wrong, and Kerley 
replied that he had killed his wife. 

Witness said that he believed the de- 
fendant was queer in his ways, and many a 
time would make no reply to questions put 
to him, 

FATHER IN TEARS. 

Patrick Clarke, the father of the dead 
bride, said that she was married to Kerley 
at noon on January 29 and witness was at 
the ceremony. After the wedding the party 
came to his house where there was a party 
and dance, and the couple left the same night 
at 11 o'clock to go home. “I did not see 
my daughter alive afterwards,” said the 
father, sobbing. ‘‘On the following day I 
saw her dead in the house at Tully.” 

The witness added that the accused man 
had only been coming to his house a fortnight. 
and on the morning of the wedding he seemed 
all right. The defendant and his daughter 
were not blood relations. 

An old man, George Woods, said that he 
helped to take furniture to the house of the 
wedded pair after they had left Clarke's. 
Witness arrived at the house in Tully about 
2 o'clock in the morning. Kerley was then 
sitting at the fire and spoke but little, while 
the wife was working in the house. 
Replying to the Justice, the witness said 
that he had known Kerley for a couple of 
years and never saw anything wrong with 
him; he was a decent boy up to this. 

A boy, Patrick Kerley, said that he had 
been cleaning out the house of Kerley for the 
wedding, and while at this work he saw a 
double-barrelled gun at the bottom of the bed 
and cartridges over the kitchen door. The 
accused man was not like anyone else and was 
queer. 


—— 


A DRAMATIC ARREST. 
Detective Officer McHugh gave evidence of 
the arrest of the accused man. Witness, with 
other police, had been searching the bog and 
he noticed a man with a gun standing at the 
door of Vincent Kerley’s house. When he 
came up to within twenty vards he called on 
the man to come forward and surrender. 
The man turned into the house, but later re- 
appeared still carrying the gun, Witness 
covered the man with a revolver and ofdered 
him to throw down the gun and put up his 
hands. The man then did so, and witness 
took him into custody. On being searched he 
found in the man’s pockets ten live cartridges. 
As Kerley was being taken to the waiting 
motor car he asked: ‘‘ What have I done?” 
The man was dazed. One of the barrels of 
the gun contained traces of fresh powder and 
the other barrel was not in working order. 
The Justice returned the accused man for 
trial, as stated. He expressed the deep 
sympathy of the Court with the father and 
relatives of the dead girl. The case was dis- 
tressing in the circumstances. He also ex- 
pressed his appreciation for the conduct of

The results of the 
several international games also justified 
this view. Ireland defeated England, 
England disposed of Wales, and Wales 
gave Scotland a severe trouncing, All the 
probabilities, therefore, suggested that 
Ireland was likely to win handsomely on 
Saturday. The Scottish critics themselves 
were exceedingly gloomy concerning the 
chances of their team, and the fifteen 
men who sailed for Ireland last week had 
none of that moral support behind them 
which only national confidence in a team 
can engender. In Rugby football, how- 
ever, the law of probabilities does not 
operate. The worst team of the four 
British fifteens beat the best, and beat it 
very soundly. Ireland, naturally, suffered 
through .the loss of her famous captain, 
Dr. G. V. Stephenson, whose hitherto 
unbroken record of thirty-seven consecu- 
tive. international matches was interrupted 
through an unfortunate injury at Twicken- 
ham; but even his Rugby genius hardly 
would have pulled Saturday’s game out 
of the fire. The Scotsmen, who gave such 
a poor display against Wales, excelled 
themselves at Lansdowne road, and proved 
themselves to be a really first-class side. 
Their doughty captain, Mr. J. M. Banner- 
man, who is nearly as great a Rugby 
veteran as Dr. Stephenson, led his team 
to a notable victory. Ireland and Scotland 
will meet again, when, we hope, the tables 
will be turned; but in the meanwhile 
all Irish Rugby men, although sadly 
disappointed, will congratulate their 
gallant opponents on a well deserved win 
in a game that was played in the most 
magnificent spirit. There were only three 
free kicks on Saturday. Hard knocks came 
and went; but there eould have been no 
better vindication of the game of Rugby 
football as the cleanest, healthiest and 
most invigorating game that has been 
invented by the ingenuity of man. 
Unhappily, the invasion of the field by 
‘the crowd marred the occasion. Doubtless, 
the authorities of the Irish Rugby Football 
Union did not anticipate the enormous 
throng that gathered to watch the game; 
otherwise better arrangements would have 
been made to cope with the situation. The 
official estimate of the crowd is fifty 
thousand, whereas the ground, at the very 
maximum, cannot accommodate more than 
thirty-five thousand in any kind of reason- |. 
able comfort. Next year we hope that 
adequate arrangements will be made to 
prevent a repetition of Saturday’s events. 
In the circumstances the spectators 
behaved themselves as well as they were 
permitted by the vagaries of crowd 
mechanics, and the tact of the English 
referee in dealing with an exceedingly 
awkward situation was an object-lesson in 
the finest traditions of sport.

Imperial: Chemical House. 
Last week a wonderful new building 
was opened in London. It was Imperial 
Chemical House, the new Millbank head- 
quarters of Imperial Chemical Industries, 
Limited, and it is recognised already as 
ohe of the noblest additions to London’s 


times. It stands near the Palace of 
Westminster, and is seen at its best from 
the river. What higher praise could be 
given to such a building than to say that 
it does not clash with its environment ; 
but rather adds to the dignity of the 
river frontage at the heart of London? 
The Daily Telegraph describes this site as 
“one of the finest in the British Empire.” 
In height, the new building is exceptional, 
for it towers to over 180 feet, and its 
frontage exceeds 465 feet. The total 
volume ‘of the building is over 6,000,000 
cubic feet. There are 700 rooms and two 
miles of. corridors. Some 43 miles of 
cable are necessary to serve the electrical 
lighting; there are 14 lifts, 1,000 Post 
Office telephones and 1,000 “ house ”’ 
telephones.

Our 
Minister, Sir Francis Humphrys, has 
remained on the spot in order that he 
might oversee the evacuation of the five 
hundred people who have been removed 
from Kabul by the Royal Air Force, and 
it is hoped that his own departure wil! not 
be unduly delayed by the unfavourable 
weather.

“ For the gambler the centre of gravity 
of his entire life shifts. He becomes 
callous to the appeals of duty to himself, 
duty to those who depend on him, duty 
to those who employ him. He has given 
rein to natural instincts which are good 
servants but tyrannical masters. There 
are many. examples in Dublin to-day of 
men, both old and young, who have lost 
hoth character and means of livelihood 
through playing with this fire. 

PRACTICAL STEPS. 

“What practical steps can be taken in 
this direction? The answer is: In a moral 
question of this kind the best steps ar> of 
a moral kind—viz., the sharpening of the 
conscience of men and women, so that 
they learn to practice self-control. But 
this advice will be followed by only a part 
of the community—a great many people 
do not mind if it is a moral question— 
they want their amusement, 

“ We have to recognise facts, There will 
always be betting and gambling to some 
extent. Tt is quite out of the question for 
either Church or State to dictate and 
secure a total abstinence from the appeal 
to chance. But something can be done to 
protect people against themselves. Public 
facilities for gambling might be limited 
by raising the minimum betting limit to, 
say, half-a-crown, and by forbidding the 
present practice of congregating about 
betting shops and paying out winnings on 
the spot. | 
BETTING BY CHILDREN. 

“ A rhising of the tax might, perhaps, 
operate in the way of making betting too 
unremunerative, in the same way as the. 
raising of the liquor taxes has helped to 
encourage sobriety by making intoxicants 
too expensive. Further drastic measures 
are needed in the direction of the preven- 
tion of betting by children. 

“Yet, again, we live in a country which 
is risking experiments in censorship. It 
may be the case that much that is morall 
foul circulates among the people throug 
the medium of certain newspapers, but 
there is not the least doubt that certain 
newspapers, by the widely advertised cir- 
culation of racing ‘tips’ and by their 
assiduous publication of the odds in con- 
nection with races, pander to the gambling 
craze in the most corrupting way. . á 

“The exercise of some control in this 
matter is undoubtedly needed; but, 
perhaps, our legislators would hardly care 
to face the risk of censoring Press matter 
which so many people want to read.

OBITUARY. 


LORD SOUTHWARK. 


T.ord Southwark died in London last Satur- 
day, aged eighty-six years. The Right Hon. 
Richard Knight Causton, first Baron South. 
wark, was the son of the late Sir Joseph 
Causton, and was Chairman of the printing 
firm of Sir Joseph Causton and Sons, Ltd. 
Lord Southwark was Liberal member for Col- 
chester from 1880 to 1885, and from 1888 to 
1910. He heid the ME of Lord of the Trea- 
sury from 1892 to 1895. He had been Pres!- 
dent of the London Chamber of Commerce 
and Vice-President of the Association of Bri- 
tish Chambers of Commerce. He married in 
1871 Selina Mary, daughter of the late Sir 
Thomas Chambers, Q.C., M.P. There is no 
heir to the Barony. 
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THE VERY REV. JAMES DOOLEY. 


The Very Rev. James Docker, Parish Priest 
of Castledermott, died at the Parochial House 
there on Saturday last, aged sixty-one years. 
He had been in delicate health for some 
inonths. Father Dooley was born at Birr. He 
wag educated at St. Flannan’s College, Ennis; 
Blackrock, Clonliffe and Maynooth, and was 
ordained in 1893. He had ministered as Curate 
at Eadestown, Skerries, and Leixlip, before 
he was appointed Parish Priest of Rush in 
1924. On May 4th, 1928, he was appointed 
to Castledermot. 


THE REV. JOHN M‘NAMARA. 


The death took place on Saturday last m 
Eccles street private nursing home of the 
Rev. John M‘Namara, the well-known Limerick 
Redemptorist Priest, in his sixty-sixth year. 
He was ordained at Teignmouth, Diocese of 
Piymouth, in 1891, and he returned to Mount 
St. Alphonsus, Limerick in the following 
yoar. He was Rector at Limerick in 1902, 
and at Dundalk House three years later. At 
the time of his death he was attached to St. 
Patrick's, Esker, Athenry, County Galway. 


MR. W. A. FERRAR. 


The death took place last night at his 
residence, Dunmurray, Belfast, of Mr. W. A. 
Ferrar, one of the most prominent lay 
workers in the Church of Ireland. 

Mr. Ferrar, who was 69 years of age, was 
the eldest son of the late Mr. A. M.Ferrar, 
D.L., of Belfast, a partner of the firm of 
Jafte Bros., linen manufacturers, 

About thirty years ago he retired from 
business and devoted himself to Church work. 
He was Honorary Treasurer of the Church of 
Ireland Trustees and a member of the Repre- 
sentative Body. He was one of the lay 
honorary secretaries of the Down Diocesan 
Council, Chairman of the Protestant Orphan 
Society for Antrim and Down, a member of 
the Belfast Advisory Committee of the 
Trinity College Mission, Dublin; Honorary 
Treasurer of the Church Extension Movement 
and Chairman of the Lay Readers’ Organisa- 
tion. He was for many years Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Campbell College ; 
was one of the honorary secretaries of the 
Church of Ireland Women Workers’ Settle- 
ments, and took an active part in the work 
of the Ulster Institution for the Education 
of the Deaf, Dumb and Blind. 


M. ANDRE MESSAGER. 


The composer of “ Véronique,” M. André 
Messager, died yesterday, at the age of 75, 
a Reuter’s Paris telegram states. i 

Born at Montlucon-Allier in 1853, Andre 
Messuger early devoted himself to the study 
of music, especially religious music, and be- 
came organist at the well-known Paris Church 
of Saint Sulpice in 1874. He soon turned his 
attention, however, to the operatic side of his 
art, and some gongs of his figured on the pro- 
gramme of the Folies Bergeres. These ob- 
taining success, he proceeded to the composi 
tion of a whole series of light operas, some of 
which were produced in England in an 
English dress, the best-known, perhaps, being 
‘‘ Véronique.”” A second favourite was ‘‘ The 
Little Michus.” He was conductor of the 


' Paris Opéra from 1907 to 1919, and for two 


periods conductor at the Opéra Comique. 
Kor some years he also managed the Covent 
Garden Opera seasons. 


MRS. OGDEN GOELET.

COLLISIONS.

VESSELS SERIOUSLY 


DAMAGED.

Just before 4 a.m. yesterday the 
Southern Railway Channel steamer 
Arundel (1,068 tons gross) came into 
collision near Newhaven, during a dense 
fog, with the Newcastle collier Tamworth 
(1,532 tons). Nobody was injured, but 
the collier received serious damage, while 
the Arundel was also damaged. 

The Arundel, with about fifty pas- 
sengers, was on her journey from Dieppe 
to Newhaven, and the collision occurred 
within a mile of the entrance to Newhaven 
Harbour, where the Tamworth, ‘which was 
bound from Sunderland to Newhaven with 
a cargo of coal, was lying at anchor wait- 
ing for the lifting of the fog to enter. 

As the Arundel was within’ a few 
minutes of the completion of her voyage 
most of the passengers were awake, and, 
although there was considerable excite- 
ment among them after the impact, their 
fears were quickly allayed. 

EIGHTEEN MINUTES’ DELAY. 

The Tamworth was struck on ‘the star- 
board side just forward of the bridge, a 
huge rent being made. She ingnediately 
began to sink by the head, and the 
Arundel (Captain Lidbetter) seat a wire- 
less massage to the shore wirelés station 
asking for the lifeboat and tugs. In the 
meantime she stood by and offered to send 
a boat to take off ‘the collier’s crew, if 
necessary. 

The Newhaven motor lifeboat, Sir 
Fitzroy Clayton, and the harbour tugs, 
Foremost and Richmere, arrived.soon, and 
the Arundel then entered the harbour and 
disembarked her passengers, who left for 
London at 5 a.m., their train being 
delayed only eighteen minutes. 

GOOD WORK BY TUGS, 

It was low tide at the time of the 
collision, and the Tamworth was beached 
Just “east of the fairway to prévent her 
sinking in deep water, one tug towing 
her, while the other kept.the water under 
with a powerful pump. When she was 
beached both tugs pumped her sufficiently 
to allow her to be towed into harbour at 
high tide and berthed at the East quay, 
where she now lies with her bow and 
foredeck partly submerged. 

The Arundel had her fore peak stove 
in as far as her forward bulkhead, the 
bulkhead preventing her from making 


water.

SOUTH GOODWIN'S VESSEL 
BADLY DAMAGED. 


During a dense fog in the English 
Channel yesterday the German steamer 
Oliva (7,85 tons gross), bound from 
Bilbao to Hamburg, with a cargo of ore, 
crashed head-on into the South Goodwins 
lightship, 44 miles south-east of Deal. 

The collision occurred shortly before 
noon, just as the lightshipmen were about 
to have their midday meal. The force of 
the collision was such that their dinner 
was upset and scattered over the cabin 
floor. 

The Deal motor lifeboat, the Lady 
Beatty, with a full crew, hurried to the 
spot, and found the lightshin still riding 
at anchor and sounding her foghorns. Her 
bows were extensively damaged, the stem 
being smashed and her starboard and port 
All the damage was 
above the water line, She will have to be 
vémoved for repairs and another lightship 
placed on the station.

CHANNEL ISLANDS 
BOAT DELAYED. 


PASSENGERS’ LONG WAIT 
OFF WEYMOUTH. 


Very tired, but otherwise no worse for 
their experience, the seventy passengers 
of the Great Western Company’s steamer, 
St. Helier, from the Channel Islands, who 
had been held up by fog outside Wey- 
mouth, reached London at half-past five 
yesterday morning. 

The fog was so bad in Weymouth Bay 
that visibility was restricted to about a 
hundred and fifty yards, and rockets which 
were fired from the pier to guide the St. 
Helier in were entirely obscured. Captain 
Richardson, her commander, accordingly 
dropped anclior about one and a-half miles 
from the shore, and the passengers be- 
guiled their period of waiting until the 
mist lifted a little and the vessel could 
grope her way in by playing cards and 
listening to radio concerts. 

A SPECIAL TRAIN. 

The St. Helier was due in at half-past 
three on Saturday afternoon, and the 
connecting train to Paddington left at the 
usual time, but without the Channel 
Islands passengers and mails. A special 
train was kept waiting with steam up to 
take them to London as soon as the St. 
Helier entered the harbour. She did so 
about an hour after midnight, and the 
travellers, on reaching Paddington, were 
made as comfortable as possible while 
they waited for the underground and ’bus 
services to open and take them to their 
homes. | 

Captain Richardson said that it was 
one of the worst fogs he had been in, It 
hung, he said, like a pall over Weymouth 
and Portland. 

The St. Helier made a return trip to 
the islands yesterday morning with 
seventy-eight passengers, and, though 
still encountering patchy fog, reached 
Guernsey in good time.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

According to an announcement to-day by 
Mr. Henry J: Gielow, director of a fiyin 
of incorporated naval architects, the con- 
struction of a floating air-port, to be 
anchored 300 miles at sea, midway between 
New York and Bermuda, will be started 
immediately. 

The firm have been retained as consulting 
engineers by the builders of the proposed 
sea-drome. The floating aerodrome will be 
1,200 teet’ long, 200 feet wide at’ each end, 
and 400 feet wide in the middle. Six 
thousand tons of steel and 2,000 tons of iron 
will be used in its comstruction. To hold 
it in place chains four miles long are to be 
attached to specially designed sea «anchors, 
and piling, which is to extend ‘sixty feet 
below the surface, will operate hydraulically 
within sheaths, to counteract. thé effects of 
waves and wind. 

_ It is planned to have loading and unload- 
ing devices for the transfer of express 
packets and mail between ships and planes. 

The floating air-port will have a crew of 
forty-three men to look after the seaplanes 
using it, to run workshops, a hotel and 
restaurant, and to guide the aircraft by 
wireless directing apparatus.

HATRED OF AEROPLANES. 


These people have a burning hatred for 
aeroplanes, The Moslem priests preach 
that the unholy silver birds have been de- 
signed so that the infidels can gaze full 
upon the domestic life of the unveiled 
wemen, which the faithful had erected 
high walls to protect. It is considered 
likely that this attitude is also the result 
of bombings which have been carried out 
against them from the air. 

With Freudian gusto the women perform 
the most horrible mutilations upon the 
male victims of these would-be violators cf 
their sanctity. 

, We approach a more fertile. region and 
swing over villages, and herds of sheep 
and goats. We observe three motor cars 
speeding southwards, which reassure us 
that there is still some law and order in 
the country. We ourselves are racing 
along at about one hundred miles an 
hour. Three and a-half hours after leay- 
ing Duzdab, we recognise from its pictures 
the square high-waJled bastioned city of 
Kandahar. Outside the wall are two 
camel caravans and strings of donkeys. 
Flying over the city we observe that the 
gates are open, and that people are pass- 
ing in and out. 

The flying field, six miles to the east of 
the city appears deserted, but our pilot 
makes- a. landing, although a sudden 
changé in the wind nearly precipitates 
us into a ditch, and necessitates 
mancuygring, which kills the motor before 
we can determine whether or not the 
people about are friendly or hostile. 


RAGGED SOLDIERS. 


Realising that we were marooned, no 
matter how much we enjoyed the prospect, 
1, tepped out of the ’plane. Fifty natives, 
diessed mostly in ragged Indian attire, 
raced towards us. However, by the time 
the mob reached the ’plane, a man on 
horseback, and dressed in khaki, dashed 
up and drove the natives back with a w#ip. 
It developed that he was a captain of 
cavalry. 

Our Persian Colonel, although unfami- 
liar with the speech of the natives, was 
able to make himself understood, and we 
were assured that King Amanullah was 
still in Kandahar and master of the 
situation there. 

A few minutes later ten soldiers, in 
ragged uniform, appeared on the scene to 
protect our ‘plane, and a large Fiat 
limousine arrived to carry us to the city. 

Upon entering the huge gates of 
Kandahar, carefully guarded by patrols, 
the first thing we observed was the largest 
British flag that we had ever seen. It 
flew over the headquarters of the British 
Vice-Consul. 

Next door our car halted and we and 
our luggage were escorted under armed 
guard through the tntrance and into an 
open court banked with mud walls. This, 
we were informed, was the house of the 
Governor, while the King himself was 
stopping at the Palace on the other side 


-of the wall. 


THE KING’S GREETINGS. 


We were led into a poorly-lighted, 
barely-furnished little room, which, we 
were told, was once the office of the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, but now 
served as headquarters of the Minister of 
the Interior. 

We explained our identity io Abdul 
Whabd, an Oxford graduate, formerly 
Master of Ceremonies, and now Secretary 
and interpreter to the King. This gentle- 
man disappeared for a time, and then 
returned with the Court Marshal, who 
informed us: “ The King inquires about 
your health, and bids you welcome.” 

Such a happy arrival seemed too good 
to be true, and we later discovered the 
joker when we were asked if it were not 
possible to do His Majesty the great 
service of carrying his sister, father, and 
mother-in-law to Herat in our aeroplane. 

It appeared that the Princess was 
shortly to give birth to a child, and they 
were en route to Tashkent, Russia, where 
medical attendance was available. 

We finally arranged to accommodate the 
members of the Royal Family, although 
we wished it to be understood that there 
was not sufficient petrol to make the trip, 
whereupon we were informed that the 
King possessed three huridred gallons in 
Kandahar. 


HONOURED GUESTS. 


I questioned the Oxford graduate if it 
would be possible for him to show us to a 
bathroom, in order that we might shave. 
Ten minutes later a servant arrived bring- 
ing three glasses of water, and the pilot, 
mechanic and myself shaved ourselves in 
the offices of the Minister of the Interior. 

We were then informed that the King 
intended to accommodate us in _ style. 
Servants seized our luggage and escorted 
us across tlie street into another court- 
yard adjacent to an old Palace constructed 
by the first Kings of the Duranic tribe, 
and the founders of the dynasty under 
which King Amanulah _ sporadically 
reigned. 

We descended into the big hall, a 
veritable cave, forty feet long, with 
alcoves along its side, and unlighted 
‘except for the grated window at the far 
end, which penetrated a thirty feet thick 
wall, built to withstand the heaviest 
attack from the outside. 

On the floor of the chamber was a flashy 
English-made carpet. Three camp beds,

BRITAIN’S PART. 


A FRANCO-BELGIAN 
CONVENTION. 
From alia CORBESPON DENT. 


AMSTERDAM, Sunday. 

Great prominence is given to-day in the 
principal Dutch papers to what the 
Utrechtsch Dagblad, a leading provincial 
newspaper, which is the source of the 
news, emphatically claims to be the 
authentic provisions of a secret Franco- 
Belgian military convention concluded in 
Brussels in 1920, together with the inter- 
pretations placed in its various articles by 
the French and Belgian General Staffs at 
meetings held in the summer of 1927. 

The interpretations make some interest- 
ing allusions to .the Anglo-Belgian Con- 
ventions of July 7th, 1927. Article 1 of 
the Convention provides that, if France 
finds herself in a state of war with Ger- 
many, or with any other Power that is 
assisted in any general way whatsoever 
by Germany, Belgium shall place all her 
available forces at the disposal of France. 
while, if Belgium finds herself in a state 
of war with Germany, or with any other 
Power that is assisted in any general way 
whatsoever by Germany, France shall 
place all her available forces at the dis- 
posal of Belgium. 

ANY AND EVERY FRONT. 

Article 2 provides that the Convention 
shall not confined to the Rhine 
frontier, but shall apply to every act of 
aggression on whatever front it may occur. 

Article 3 stipulates that France and 
Belgium shall mobilise instantaneously 
and spontaneously without any prior con- 
sultation immediately any other Power, 
assisted in. any way whatsoever by Ger- 
many, shall mobilise. They _ shall 
mobilise against Germany immediately a 
caSus fuederis has been established, such 
as is defined by the treaties and conven- 
tions at present regulating international 
relations between France and Belgium on 
the one hand and Germany on the other. 
Mobilisation entails ipso facto concentra- 
tion. 

MINIMUM MOBILISATION. 

In Article 4 Belgium undertakes to 
mobilise a minimum force of 600,000 men, 
one-half active and the other half reserve 
troops. For her part France undertakes 
to support Belgium by the despatch of a 
minimum force of 1,200,000 men 
operating in Belgian territory, one-half 
being active and the other half reserve 
troops. 

Article 5—The available forces of the 
two countries shall undertake  simul- 
taneously and with all diligence a 
vigorous oiensive, so that Germany will 
have to fight at the same time both on 
the north and south of the common front, 

Article 6—The General Staffs of the two 
armies shall maintain at all times the 
contact necessary for the preparation of 
the above-mentioned measures. The present 
Convention shall form the object of con- 
sultation between the interested Gener 
Staffs at least every twelvemonth., 

Article 7—The duration of the present 
agreement is for twenty-five years. Each 
of the contracting parties is entitled to 
denounce the agreement a clear twelve 
months before its expiration. The re- 
ciprocal absence of denunciations shall be 
equivalent to its maintenance for a fresh 
period of twenty-five years to date from 
its expiration. The two parties undertake 
not to sign any military agreement or 
diplomatic instrument annulling this Con- 
vention. In the case of war they shall not 
conclude amy separate peace. 

Article 8 provides that the terms of 
the Convention shall be kept rigorously 
secret. 

BRITISH CO-OPERATION. 

The Utrechtsch Dagblad declares that the 
foregoing came by fortuitous circumstances 
into their hands and that they withheld publ- 
cation until satisfactory guarantees of tits 
authenticity had been obtained. The intor- 
pretations alleged to have been placed on the 
first five of the foregoing articles as the 
result of the meetings of the Lar“ ee 
General Staffs in the summer of 1927, which 
are likewise given as authentic by the paper, 
contain references to Holland and the possi- 
bility of war operations in Dutch territory, 
as well as to eventual British co-operation 
with the Franco-Belgian forces. These 
alleged interpretations are as follows :—~ . 

Article 1—The Anglo-Belgian convention 
concluded on July ath, 1927, permits a re 
duction to two, in all probability, in the 
number of possible adversaries of Belgium, 
namely, Germany and Holland, and of those 
of France to three, viz.—Germany, Italy and, 
perhaps. Spain. France and Belgium have 
This fundamental prin- 
ciple of the agreement of 1920 remains un- 
changed. Whoever the adversary may be 


of either country the partner will intervene. 


POSITION OF HOLLAND, 

It is obvious that the defence of the respec- 
tive territories must be the principal objective. 
Consequently France will intervene in a con- 
flict between Holland and Belgium only by 
the despatch of an expeditionary force, which 
was fixed in 1922 at two army corps. 

Similarly, in the case of war between 
France and Italy, Belgium would place two 
infantry divisions at the disposal of the 
French General Staff. 

Article 2.—In regard to a conflict between 
Holland and Belgium and the significance of 
the word ‘‘ aggression,’ it is stated, accord- 
to the terms of Article 1 of the Franco- 
Belgian Military Agreement (the Convention 
of Brussels), that the. co-operation of France 
is assured to Belgium against every adversary 
supported in any way whatsoever by Ger- 
many. It can only be a question of two 
kinds of support—diplomatic or military. 

On the other hand, the Dutch-Belgian 
negotiations, which have been proceeding 
from 1919 to 1927, have provoked, and will 
still provoke, on the part of Holland such 
river police measures as are capable of being 
regarded eventually as of a purely inimical 
and even aggressive nature. 

REINFORCED BY BRITAIN. 

Article 3.—After declaring tha: "e Belgian 
Army will constitute the ieft wing 
of the French (front, and will find 
itself reinforced on the extreme left 
by the British troops, the alleged interpreta- 
tion of this article deals with the technical 
strategic reorganisation and extensions of the 
Belgian network of railways. 

Article 5—The alleged interpretation of 
this article says:—The Anglo-Belgian Con- 
vention of July 7th, 1927, has entailed the re- 
examination of the Franco-Belgian offensive 
in the direction of the Ruhr. The project of 
an Anglo-Belgian diversion in Zeeland, 
Flanders, proposed in August, 1927, by the 
British Military Attaché in Brussels not 
having received the approval of either of the 
three General Staffs interested, it was -~-eed 
that they should, and ought to, adhere, until 
further order, to the Maglinse project of 
1920 by adapting it to the new conditions 
arising out of British participation. 

BELGIAN COMMAND OF BRITISH. 

A first group, composed of French and 
Belgian troops, under French command, 
would enter the Ruhr, following the 
1923 . itinerary, whilst the second group, 
composed of Belgian and British elements, 
under Belgian command, would have Heins- 
berg and Geilenkirchen as their objective in 
crossing Dutch Limburg: Six new routes are 
being planned to facilitate the concentration 
of Belgian troops to this end. 

The co-operation of the British. troops 
permit of a serious diversion along 
the railway Weert-Dalheim or the line 
Maasbracht-Posterholtz. 

Finally, adds the alleged “ interpretation,” 
the second section of the Belgian General 
Staff de itself in a position to guarantee 
that the Dutch General Staff will leave only a 
thin cordon of operation troops on the other 
side of the ‘‘ water-line.”’ 

No Dutch newspaper has so far commented 
on the professed “ revelations.’

ROBBERY OF MAIÍ, 


BAGS 


ON MANCHESTER TO 
LONDON ROUTE.

NO ARRESTS YET 
ANNOUNCED. 


— 


When the 2.25 a.m. Manchester to London 
night express train arrived at Kuston on 
Saturday, nearly an hour late, it was dis- 
covered that the mails had been interfered 
with. The Post Office Investigation Depart- 
ment was jnformed, and detectives hurried 
to the station to take charge of the inquiries. 

It was officially stated that one bag only 
had been tampered with. Several letters had 
disappeared, but, so far as was known, 
nothing of importance was missing. 

An official of the General Post Office in- 
formed a Press Association Reporter that 
three registered letters were hissing. The 
train, he said, arrived at Euston at 7.30. and 
as the mails were being loaded into Post Office 
motor vans ib was discovered that one of the 
bags had been cut, apparently with a knife. 

At present it is impossible to say what the 
value of the contents of the missing letters 
is. ” 

It is understood that the bag contained a 
large number of registered letters, and the 
authorities are taking steps to trace the origin 
of them in order to identify those that are 
missing. 

Officers of the Investigation Branch of the 
General Post Office visited Enston Station as 
soon as the theft was notified, and inspected 
the bag and the railway van in which it was 
conveyed. The Post Office authorities at 
Manchester were informed, and inquiries were 
made as to the source of the bag concerned. 

“Tt is not likely that the contents of the 
missing letters will be known until Monday 
morning,’’ said an official of the General Post 
Office. ‘‘ We shall probably hear then the 
result of the inquiries at Manchester.” 

It was pointed out that in the normal 
course the details of the addresses on 
registered letters are copied, and that unless 
the sender was known to the Post Office 
is would need some inquiry before 
the sender of the letter could be 
traced. Each registered letter has a number, 
which is duly recorded in transit, and the 
numbers of the missing letters were the first 
thing that the authorities had to establish. 

Inquiries were conducted at the Manchester 
General Post. Office during the afternoon, and 
it is understood that the office where the 
missing letters were handed in has been 
traced. 

RECENT MAIL THEFTS, 

This is the third theft in connection with 
mail bags that the special investigation de- 
partment of the General Post Office has had 
to investigate this year. The first one was 
on January ólst, when a bag of seven 
registered parcels, containing notes estimated 
at £15,500, was stolen from the Sorting Office 
at Mount Pleasant. 

On February 9th a mail bag containing fifty- 
four packages of bankers’ packages was stolen 
on an London North-Eastern Railway train 
between Hull and London. In the House of 
Cemmons recently the Postmaster-General, 
Sir William Mitchell-Thomson, said that since 
January, 1925, there had been 109 cases of 
thefts of mail bags. He added that in thirty- 
nine cases the thieves had been discovered. 

It was stated at Scotland Yard on Saturday 
night that there had been no arrests in con- 
nection with the £15,500 mail bag robbery at 
Mount Pleasant on January 3lst. 

A Press Association 1eporter was informed 
at the General Post Office yesterday that 
there were no further developments in con- 
nection with the theft of registered letters 
from a mail bag’ on the Manchester-London 
night express train that arrived at Euston at 

a.m, yesterday morning. 


MR. DE VALERA’S BID 
FOR POPULARITY. 


GAELIC LEAGUE “ THE CURSE 
OF THE COUNTRY.” 

Monaghan Board of Health, at their mect- 
ing yesterday, considered the Carrickmacross 
resolution protesting against the arrest of Mr.

Senator O’Rourke said that they had a 
Government responsible to the people of the 
country, and they could make what orders 
they liked as. to tariffs, etc., if they thought 
it wiee. It would never do for the people of 
County Monaghan, or any other county, to 
make rules or regulations. 

The Chairman had declared the resolution 
carried, when Mr. Peter McKenna, who had 
been to lunch, arrived, and declared that Mr. 
de Valera had applied for permission to enter 
Ulster long ago. 

Mr, Johnston said that he was ashamed to 
eee a member of the Board adopting the lies 
of the Unionist Press, in reference to which 
there had been the strongest denials. 

Mr. McKenna—There is nothing political 
or religious in it at all, but the plain fact is 
that Mr. de Valera has got into jail in order 
to get popularity and to let him kick up hell 
in the country again. 

Mr. Johnston said that everybody knew 
that Mr. de Valera had been invited by a 
committee which included the Primate «{ All 
Ireland, to go down and open a Gaelic League 
hozaar, 

Mr. McKenna—The Gaelic League is the 
curse of the country, and is one of the reasons 
why this ‘country is Sine as it is. 

The Chairman appealed to the members not 
to ” involved in politics. 

Mr. McKenna—It has left the farmers of 
the country a set of beggars. This thin 
shouid never have been introduced here, and Í 
blame the Chairman for allowing it. i 

The Chairman said that it was a resolution 
from a public body.

David Power, farmer, of Darrigle, was 
driving along the road, and, attracted to the 
bridge, he arrived to see the body of Rowe 
floating face downwards. He took the bridle 
and reins from his horse, and threw the reins 
into the water.

Power re- 
peated the attempt, but it was of no avail. 
Although the reins fell on the body, Rowe 
made no attempt to grasp it. A few yards 
away the boy was struggling. He made a 
better attempt. said’ the witness, than the 
man to save himself, but when witness saw 
that Rowe was done he directed his efforts 
towards saving Walsh, but he had gone down. 

Andrew Rowe, father of the drowned man, 
said that his son had fished in al] weathers 
for the past fifteen years, and was an expert 
long-distance swimmer. 

A verdict as stated was returned. 


IRELAND’S LOST 
TRIPLE CROWN.

have had the least difficulty in running 
around and scoring between the posts, in 
which event another two points for Ireland 
might have resulted. 

Shortly afterwards Byers made a fine dash 
on the other wing, and if he had had room to 
manceuvre he easily might have scored.

TOO MANY ADMITTED. 


Thus the game went on to its painful finish. 
Ireland well might pray to be saved from her 
friends; for there is no doubt at all that the 
moral effect of the crowds’ behaviour on the 
Trish team was very great. Of course, it 
would be absurd to suggest that Ireland 
would have won if the ground had been clear. 


Even if George Stephenson had -been playing, ; 


an Irish victory would have been ‘doubtful ; 
for the Scots were a better team on Saturday 
fore and aft. 

Ireland, however, almost certainly would 
have put up a better show in normal con- 
ditions, and it is a great pity that better 
arrangements were not made to keep the 
ground free. It is easy to be wise after the 
event, but far too many people were allowed 
to enter the ground. The gates ought to have 
been closed to all except ticket holders as 
soon as it became obvious that the available 
accommodation was being taxed beyond its 
actul capacity, but there is no use crying 
over spilt milk. 


FAIRLY BEATEN. 


Ireland was beaten: fairly and squarely. 
Those Scottish forwards were demons, and 
had the measure of our eight from the start. 
Beaten in the pack, the Irish backs naturally 
were discouraged, and at times did not make 
the most of the few good chances that came 
their way. The Scotsmen, on the other hand, 
were fine opportunists. At the base of the 
scrum Nelson was splendid, while his partner, 
Greenlees, whose choice almost moved the 
Scottish critics to tears, gave as fine an ex- 
hibition of stand-off play as has been seen at 
Lansdowne road for a long time. ll the 
Scots three-quarters were good. Ian Smith, 
fleet and graceful in his stride as a deer, 
made our fastest men look slow, while Mac- 
pherson played one of the games of his life. 
“Johnny ” Dykes and Simmers both upheld 
their reputations for sterling play, while 
Aitchison, the Gala full-back, even when he 
had to take Dyke’s place in the centre, fully 
justified his selection. 

On the Irish side, there was lack of 
cohesion, and during the last ten minutes 
the Scots had things more or less their own 
way. Stewart, at full, made valiant efforts to 
save his side; but to no avail. The three- 
quarters played as well as they were allowed 
to pay by a faster and cleverer quartet, 
while both haif-backs suffered through lack 
of the ball from the set scrums. In the 
forward line Clinch occasionally showed signs 
of football genius; but it was a vastly 
different pack from that which swarmed on 
the English line at Twickenham. Where was 
that fire; where was that irresistible dash; 
where was the will to win that over-whelmed 
the English fifteen?

THE FINAL BLOW.

RS CORK, Sunday. 

It is difficult to see eye to eye with the 
opponents of the proposed modification of 
tonnage dues at the port of Cork ; for the 
scheme, as suggested, would safeguard the 
revenue derived by the Harbour Commis. 
sioners from this source, and would, at 
the same time, tend to increase trade. 
Such, at any rate, is the object behind 
the movement, and it is suggested that 
the peak figures payable by any shipping 
company txading regularly with the port 
should be accepted as a basis: for the 
reduction. No allowances would be made 
under that amount, but on amounts above 
it. The tonnage dues could be substanti- 
ally reduced; and it is calculated that this 
concession would tend to increase the 
number of vessels trading with the port. 

The question requires very careful con- 
sideration; it is but another of the 
problems that have to be faced by the 
Harbour Commissioners in these days of 
intense rivalry between the various ports. 
It is true that Mr. Richard Wallace, the 
chairman of the Board, is not in favour 
of the proposal, as he points out that the 
present tonnage dues at Cork compare 
very favourably with those of the cheapest 
Irish port. 

There are many other points to be taken 
into consideration, in addition to that of 
tonnage dues, and, as one prominent 
merchant pointed out to me during the 
past week, the freight on a cargo very 
often is the determining factor in a 
vessel’s port of destination. The differ- 
ence of the penny per ton frequently 
means the loss of a steamer to Cork, and, 
therefore, any reduction in the shipping 
dues should benefit the port. 


CORK-FISHGUARD SERVICE. 


One important aspect of the situation is 
the prospect of a daily service between 
Cork and Fishguard, as this long sea 
route of the City of Cork Steam Packet 
Co., Ltd., has been growing in favour. As 
a matter of fact, the company has under 
consideration the building of a new 
passenger vessel at Belfast, at a cost of 
£250,000, but the contract has been “ held 
up,” pending a suitable arrangement with 
the Commissioners regarding the tonnage 
dues. 

Mr. R. W. Sinnott, the managing 
director, has told me that his company is 
not inclined to launch out into this 
expenditure without some encouragement 
from the port authorities, particularly in 
view of the risk that the additional 
service might prove a failure. 

The present tri-weekly service between 
Cork and Fishguard is hardly sufficient, 
especially “during the summer tourist 
months, but Mr. Sinnott states that the 

resent traffic warrants no increase, and 
in view of the contemplated improvement 
in the service—almost two hours would be 
saved on the voyage—he contends that 
some concession should be made.

GALWAY v. CORK. 


Colonel Fitzmaurice’s scheme for the 
establishment of a new trans-Atlantic 
shipping route, with Halifax and Galway 
as terminal ports, linked up by fast rail- 
way and aeroplane services with the 
principal centrs of both the American 
and European Continents, has roused con- 
siderable interest throughout the South 
of Ireland. There are evidences of 
Galway’s increasing rivalry to Cork as a 
port of call for Atlantic liners in the 
increasing number of vessels that touch 
the Western harbour, and, while no one 
would grudge Galway any success it gains, 
the general opinion is that the advantages 
of Cork Harbour make it the national port 
of call. 

The huge expenditure that would be 
involved in providing a pier and a deep- 
water quay at Farborough, a few miles 
from Galway, is described as unnecessary 
in view of the accommodation available 
at Cork Harbour. Mr. M. J. Hennessey, 
T.D., pointed out in conversation with 
Colonel Fitzmaurice that in pre-war years 
the largest vessels afloat entered the port 
here in perfect safety in all weathers, and 
a number of them have been at the quay 
at Queenstown. 

Colonel Fitzmaurice, however, stated 
that this project, which was acold business 
proposition, ‘with the backing of leading 
railroad and shipping magnates of America, 
was being viewed from a national, and not 
a local or parochial, standpoint. It was 
for this reason that Galway, which pre- 
sented the shortest ocean voyage with 
potentialities for linking up all centres 
in Europe, had been selected as the 
terminal port on this side of the Atlantic.

AN ARMY VICTORY. 


For the second year in succession the All- 
Ireland Junior Cross-country Championship 
has been won by a team of Army runners. 
Following the success of the Limerick Brigade 
at Baldoyle last year, the Army Metro 
Athletic Club won the event at Limerick 
Junction racecourse on last Saturday. As 
was the case twelve months ago, the winning 
team had the further distinction of supplying 
the first man home. Private Kinsella’s in- 
dividual success was less expected than his 
club’s victory, as although he ran second to 
W. Smyth, of the Civil Service Harriers, 
when the latter won the County Dublin 
senior event, it was thought that the Civil 
Service man would have been able to repeat 
his win. He failed, however, to reproduce 
his form of the early part of the season, and, 
when in the first three, after about half of 
the distance had been covered, he fell out 
of the field. The explanation given was that 
he was suffering from a cold; but coming 
after his defeat by N. S. Price, of the Uni- 
versity, in the inter-club of a fortnight ago, 
it suggests that Smyth has gone off, which is 
a matter of regret, as he showed more promise 
than any runner in the metropolitan district 
this year. 

Before Smyth had retired a mild sensation 
had been caused by T. F. Smythe, of the 
O'Callaghan Mills team, getting away from 
the field in the early part of the race. 
Although he subsequently came back, it was 
more than a flash in the pan, as after W. 
Smyth was out of the race, the County Clare 
man continued to press Kinsella, and was 
still dangerous when the last Jap was entered. 
The Army runner, however, . maintained his 
lead and ran out a winner without being 
unduly pressed. Kinsella’s win was 4 material 
factor in the success of the Army Metro Club, 
but he was supported by a very level team, 
and the first six finished within the first nine- 
teen places, scoring the relatively low total of 
65 points. The second place was filled by the 
Willowfield Temperance Harviers, of Belfast, 
with 95 points, the County Dublin junior and 
senior champions, the Donore Harriers, being 
third with 106 points. With fourteen clubs 
and 146 runners (of whom, by the way, 130 
finished), the points all round were high, but 
the first three clubs stood out from the others. 
many of which entered teams to give a single 
man a chance. 
ive laps of the racecourse made up the six 
miles, and on the whole it was a good course. 
although no enclosed grounds can be regarded 
quite as good as the open country. The fact 
that the majority of the clubs that competed 
were from Munster may be regarded as a 
justification of taking the event to the South.

INSPIRED SCOTS.

A £50,000 FORWARD LINE. 


In these days of huge transfer fees it was. 
not, perhaps, surprising to hear responsible 
football legislators discussing the value in 
sterling of the players. Thus I heard it 
remarked that £50,000 would not “ buy ” the 
Scottish forward line, and that although 
there was one forward among them who is a 
member of the famous Queen’s Park Club. 
one of the greatest amateur organisations in 


the world of football—J. C. Chalmers. 


These financiers worked it out according to 
the ruling values which clubs now place on 
men like Gallacher and Jackson. I was 


informed, as a matter of fact, that £10,000 


was recently refused for one of the line, and 
he, perhaps, is not in the same class as the 
Newcastle United and Huddersfield men, who 
as a '' drawing ” force must be of inestimable 
value to their clubs. Nor should Morton, 
the Rangers’ left wing, be omitted from the 
calculations when discussing the monetary

MEMORIES OF THIRTY YEARS 
AGO. 


It is almost thirty years since I saw 
Athersmith and Wheldon play for England 
against Jreland at Cliftonville, and until 
Saturday I had not seen the equals of the 
Aston Villa wing men in any representative 
match. The play of Jackson and Morton 
revived memories of that remarkable game. 
Morton did not get the ball as often as 
Jackson, but in the opening half he was con- 
tinually out-maneuvring the Irish backs with 
the greatest of ease and dropping in beau- 
tiful centres from close to the goal-line. 

The “star ”” performer, however, was Jack- 
son. He bewildered our defenders by his 
speed and cleverness, and every time, when 
going at top speed, he swung his right leg 
with a pendulum-like movement danger 
threatened the Irish goal, for never did a 
centr; of his go astray. Of course, his 
dazzling football would not have produced 
such results had there been any slackness 
inside. Gallacher, as a matter of course, was 
always. there to second the effort of the wing 
man, and with the half-backs giving more 
attention to the right wing than to the left, 
Jackson was continuously in the picture. No 
finer wing forward has played for Scotland 
during the last twenty years, except, 
perhaps, Alec Smith, the old Rangers’ left 
wing. 


A GREAT FEAT, 


Rarely in an international match has a 
player achieved the distinction which fell to 
Gallacher in this one. Three minutes from 
the kick-off he got his first goal; the second 
came in ten minutes, and five minutes later 
the ‘‘ hat-trick ” was performed. James was 
credited with one of the goals in the second 
half; but it was Gallacher who got it, so 
that, all told, he beat Scott five times—a 
remarkable feat. Jackson also took a hand in 
the scoring, helping himself to two goals. 
The half-backs had a good deal to do with 
the success of the forwards. They worked in 
perfect unison, but, perhaps, the most effec- 
tive of the line was Meiklejohn, the centre, 
whose square passes to McMullan and deft 
transfers to James and Morton featured a 
grand display by the middle line. Thé full- 
backs were not so brilliant as others who 
have played for Scotland in recent years, 
but, taken all round, there were few flaws 
in this very excellent team.

On restarting Davy intercepted and ran 
well before kicking high, but Simmers came 
across and effected a tine. clearance, under 
pressure. Davy, by getting touch inside the

Wales gained their second victory of the 


season on Saturday at Cardiff Arms Park, 
defeating France’ before a crowd of over 
40.000 by a goal and a try to a try. 

It can be said without fear of contradiction 
that Wales were fortunate to win. The form 
displayed by their backs was much below 
that shown in the game with Scotland at 
Swansea, whereas France accomplished the 
best. performance of any French side on Welsh 
soil. 

The visiting backs were speedy, resolute 
and resourceful, and at no period did they 
concede any advantage gained, except on the 
one occasion when failure to take a reverse 
pass let Wales in for their first score. It was 
the remarkable speed of the three-quarters 
that largely accounted for the Welsh backs 
being unable to develop their attacks. 
Usually the movements initiated at the base 
of the scrum were smothered by the French 
centres. but even when on cecasions the 
ball did get out to the wings, neither Roberts 
nor Moriey had sufficient room in which to 
move. They were repeatedly pounced upon 
Ly Dulaurens or Domec, whose tackling 
throughout was most deadly. 


STRAIGHT RUNNING. 

In attack the French centres, Behoteguy 
and Gerald, showed much more versatility 
than the Welsh pair. They taught the Welsh 
centres a lesson in straight running, and soms 
of their work certainly deserved greater 
rewerd. 

In the Welsh back division ne one was more 
disappointing than Guy Morgan, He was 
quite off his form, and seemingly unable to 
do the right thing. He occasionally took some 
very awkward passes, but he could not press 
home any advantage, while he was guilty of 
kicking too much, and often made the mistake 
of neglecting his wing. 

A great struggle took place at the base of 
the scrum between Powell and the diminutive 
Seurin. Early on the advantage lay with 
Powell, because the French pack could not 
control the ball; but gradually the visiting 
forwards began to scrummage with more 
method, and Seurin received a fair service, 
and Powell found himself on the defensive. In 
this phase he was fairly successful, though 
there were times when Seurin outwitted him, 
and, with Magnanon ever on the alert, the 
Frenchmen developed some fine movements. 

The pick of the Welsh backs were Morley 
and Williams. the latter in particular doing 
some sound work both in attack and defence. 
Bassett, at full-back, was much below form, 
and he compared unfavourably with in sm 
whose kicking and tackling were above 


reproach. 


KEEN FORWARDS. 

All the French three-quarters acquitted 
themselves well, with Dulaurens and Gerald 
outstanding in attack. There was little 
between the forwards. Ivor Jones, Parker, 
Pritchard, and Farrell always being prominent 
for Wales, while Camel (senior) worked 
specially well in the French pack. 

Wales were: dangerous directly the game 
began, and, controlling the scrummages, the 
backs had plenty of the ball, but effective 
tackling by the Frenchmen stopped a move- 


ment , and fine touch-kicking by Magnol 
relieved more than one situation, After 


Parker had failed with a penalty kick, French 
passing almost let Dulaurens in, but he was 
forced into touch by Bassett. 

THE WELSH GOAL, 

Wales were the first to score. Behoteguy 
failed to take a reverse pass, and Williams, 
picking up, raced through and, when tackled, 
passed to Ivor Jones, who in turn handed on 
to Arthur near the line.

two opponents, Arthur forced his way over, 
and Parker placed a goal. A little later 
Bowcott ran in, but the try was disallowed. 

The French forwards by this time were 
getting possession more often in the scrum- 
mages, and the backs brought off some good 
movements, which were only stopped by re- 
lentless Welsh tackling. 

Rather unfortunate to be five points behind 
at, the interval, France had to defend for a 
time afterwards, but they tackled finely, both 
Morley and Roberts being brought down be- 
fore they could become really dangerous. 
Combination between Gerald and Dulaurens 
sent in Lacaze, but the try was disallowed. 
However, France continued to press, and fol- 
lowing a line out in the Welsh 25 Camel, 
senior, dashed over for a try, which Auge 
could not convert.
